lars a month, which is nearly one- 
third the total production of gold 
from the quartz mines of California. 
There are probably at the present 
time from seventy-five toone hundred 
thills in successful operation through- 
out the State, yielding annually about 
eight millions of dollars worth of 
gold. ‘The vcins which furnish quartz 
for these mills, are generally sitnated 
in the immediate neighborhood of rich 
placers ; they have, tor the most part, 
a dip and direction nearly coineident 
with the stratification; their worka- 
ble width varies from a few inches to 
thirty or forty feet, théugh it invaria- 
bly happens that the wider the vein, 
the poorer it is. The rock in which 
they are encased is cither slate, gran- 
ite or greenstone, and it is diflicult to 
state which of these three formations 
is most prolific, and the best adapted 
for gold producing veins; for we have, 
in each of them, mines which have 
been worked for years, and are still 
continuing to yield apparently as well 
as ever. The Princeton mine on the 
Mariposa estate is in slate, and is now 
down to adepth of more than six hun- 
dred feet ; it hasalready yielded about 
three millions of dollars worth of gold, 
and it is by no means ¢ertain that this 
mine is now exhausted, although the 


|yield is very much Jess than it was 


formerly. : 

The history of every quartz mine, 
which has been worked for any length 
of time, will show great changes in 
the yield of rock from month td month; 
or, perhaps, from year to year; and it 
is not yet proved that, in the more 
permanent veins of California, the 
percentage yield of the quartg is less 
at great depth than nearer the surface. 
There appears to be no general rale 
governing the distribiition of gold in 
the body of the vein, and after work- 
ing for months with a regular yield, 
suddetily, without any apparent cause; 
the quartz will become nearly barren, 
and destroy Well arranged plans, as 
wes tle case with the Princéton mine 
in December, 1864, when, after having 
for some time afforded rock which was 
gradnally increasing in value until it 
yieldeil forty dollars per ton,’ it sud- 
denly fell without giving any 
This was the 
immediate ehuse of the failuge of the 
Mariposa Company. | 

Near Jackson, in. Amador County, 
the mine of Hayward & Co., affords 
an interesting example of the suecess, 
which sometimes atti deep quartz 
mining. The upon which it is 
situated, has been worked for the Jast 
ten years with varying sucgess. The 
results obtained, during the first few 
years of its history; were anything 
but encouraging, and work was prose- 
ented in depth almost against hope. 
Since 1860, however, the mine has 
yielded with the greatest regularity, 
and how at adepth of nine hundred 
and sixty feet, the quartz i8 said to be 
of as good and in some plnees of even 
a better qualitythan that found nearer 
the surface. Geologically, this vein 
is one of great interest. It is situated 
at the junction of the slateg:and green- 
stone, and is of the nature of a com- 
pact deposit. The Jength of ander- 
ground workings is between five hun- 
dred and six hundred feet, and. in one 
place the vein has been worked to a 
width of forty. feet. 

in the neighborhood of Grass Val- 
ley the -veins are in greenstone, and 
their width is-very much less, as a ge- 
neral thing, than those which are 
found in the slates, Still their greater 
richness enables them to be worked 
with large profits. Two of the most 
famous mines of this district are the 
Massachusetts Hill and Allison Ranch. 
The first of these is from a vein of 
about one foot or fourteen inehes in 
width, and has produced, in connect- 
ion with its continuation the Gold Hill 
vein, upwards of seven millions dol- 
lars worth of gold; while the Altison 
Ranch had produced, between the 
spring 1857 and the winter of 1861, 
from a vein which will only average 
ten finches in width, some eight hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, and 
since that time probably as much 
more. In the moré¢ northern part of 
the State, in Plumas County, are some 
very successful mines, which are sit- 
uated in the granite formation; and

THE COMSTOCK LODE AND ITS PRODUCTS. 





From the time of the first discovery 
of the Comstock lode in 1859, the an- 
nual production of silver continued to 
increase .regularly. until within the 
last few months, when the yield of the 
Virginia and Gold Hilldistricts began 
to diminish very materially, and grave 
apprehensions have been excited in the 
minds of ‘many persons, lest these 
mines were giving out, and fears were 
entertained that they would cease to 
pay their expenses. 

The decrease in the production of 
the mines of Nevada was most marked 
between the months of May and July, 
when the falling off was nearly eight-| 
een thousand pounds avoirdupois; or 
about nine tons, @nd the value ofthe 
hullion forwarded to San Francikeo, 
during the quarter ending September 
80th, was about one million dollars 
less than that of the previous quarter. 
The approximate yield of all these| 
mines for the first nine months of this 
year has been nearly as follows :—
